The Kamdhenu Dudh Vyavasayik Society Ltd., Sanquelim 
was registered on 10-10-1963 under registration No. PRD-( C ) 
11 / Goa . The main object of the Society is to encourage 
dairying amongst the agriculturists and to improve their 
economic condition by providing them a subsidiary occupation . 
The Society was given a Govt . loan of R $ 20,000 / - for purpose 
of milch cattle etc., but the said loan has been misutilised in 
various ways. Moreover, the suggestions made from time to 
time to rectify the irregularities and improve the working 
of the Society were not heeded to and implemented by the 
management and the affairs of the Society were so grossly 
mismaneged that the Society had sustained heavy losses . 

In view of the foregoing circumstances , the Managing Com 
mittee of the aforesaid Society was superseded on 3-9-66 and 
an Administrator , was appointed to manage the affairs of the 
aforesaid Society under provisions of section 78 ( 1 ) of the 
Maharashtra Coop .
